Bebs got between ua and Washington 
and formed a line of battle at Chantilla 
which was on our road, tbis we bad to 
go through to get to Washington 
Gen.

After we bad been in Washington city 


a few days eating good soft bread, tbe 
Sunday soldiers thought that we were 
faring too good, for I must say tbat the 
people ot the city showed us more favors 
than they did them, and why shonld 
they not, for it was us who saved their 
city and than property and tbey knew 
it. Our worthy President and Cabinet 
came daily to see us 
Bnt all was quiet 


in Washington, theReba weie very busy. 
Stonewall Jaokion came well nigb in 
sight of Washington and crossed the 
river, this looked as 1C they meant some- 
thing and so they did, for no sooner did 
tbey cross until they took the line of 
march for Frederick city 
Now what 


was to be done V He must be stopped or 
to will do some mischief and what was 
% be done must be done soon. After 
trying one general after another and 
could get none to salt, for no one wanted 
to be responsible for a defeated and well- 
nigh demoralized army, so at last tbey 
took Little George the only man that 
oould at tbat time have got the army to 
do what tbey did. As soon EU he took 
command be took the same army tbat 
lad been defeated and marched ri^ht 
after them, to toe South Mountain. 
Here he defeated and drove them, by 
bis skill, off the mountain, followed 
next day and drove them across the Po- 
omac river. I do not believe that we 
tad another general tbat could have had 
uoh command over a demoralized army 
jat the great secret was tbey bad tbe 
utmost confidence in Ills capacity and 
ntegrity, after this our little general 
was again suspended. If ever a man 
lad just canae to compla'n about his 
reatment by the Government it was 
General George B. McClellan. 


The Army of tbe Potomac was again 


without a commander, the next was 
Ambrose Burnside, He was a Iman of 
considerable military tact and a man of 
onor, and no doubt did the very beat 
e knew, but one thing is a certain fact, 
man must have the confidence ot bis 
oidiers If he wishes to succeed with 


At 
length night came on and hostilities 
ceased and our men lay down on tbe 
ground to get a little rest.

We made Bella Plain in safety 
Here 


we went into winter quarters, nothing 
occurred until spring, when we were 
again ordered to Frederickabnrg. The 
rain earne down in torrents for about 3 
or 4 dajB, and if anyone has been in tbat 
part of thelcountry they know how the 
roads are when « few days of heavy rain 
sets in. bat. tbla did not deter our worthy 
commander from his duty. So we were 
put In line and some of the men lost 
their shoes, tbe oannons stock fast in 
tbe mud, and it raining all tbe time. I 
saw as high as 8 good horses hitched to 
six pound cannon. Well we got to tbe 
river and oh God tbe river was full of 
drift logs so tbat we could do nothing, 
we went back to camp again, this gave 
onr general the name of "Stick in the 
Mud" 
which be ia entitled to. 


Bnt our Gen. "Slick in tbe Mud" 
his 


term was of short duration, for he was 
told his services were no longer needed, 
and General Hooker took command. 
Hooker wai a brave man fearless to a 
fault and a mighty good judge of a 
dram, and BO the command devolved on 
him. He led this same army against 
the Johnnies, but history baa told of hia 
exploits, how he ever got command I 
never could find ont, for I think a man 
that drinks too much is not St to take 
charge of the lives of bis fellow beicgs.

But I got home safe that 
was all I wanted and I succeeded.

GREAT ICE GORGE AT EAST BERLIN 


The Ico Broke Last Week and Gorged in Such 


Way as Never Seen Before. 


East Berlin, Jan. 26.—The ice broke 


on Sprenkle'e dam on laet Friday night 
between 12 and 1 o'clock. It is gorged up 
from John.JFeHCa-gro veto the pine hill 
below the newrbrldge. The current broke 
into Smyser's bottom, went through two 
fields, then back into the stream. Above 
Smyser's lane the current broke into the 
bottom again, made a current through 
Smyser'a, Burgard's and Charles Brown's 
bottom.

PHOSPHORESCENCE, 


Animal and Vegetable LIKht Rank 


Amonir 2Vat7.re'H My»ter!ei*. 


Animal phosphorescence Is one of the 


most surprising and least understood 
of nature's phenomena. The pale, blu- 
ish white light of the glowworm has 
been found by naturalists to be de- 
pendent upon tlie motion of the Insect's 
body or legs. From this It would seem 
that the phosphorescence depends upon 
some nervous action, regulated at pleas- 
ure by the Insect, for It has the power 
of obscuring It entirely. If the glow- 
worm be crushed and the face or hands 
rubbed with it, luminous streaks like 
those produced by phosphorus will ap- 
pear. They shine more brightly In oxy- 
gen gas and In nitrous acid. 


The power of emitting luminous rays 


belongs to several varieties of fly and 
three species of beetle of the genus 
elater. 
One of the most brilliant of 


these Is the great lantern fly of South 
America, which gives enough light to 
enable a person to read by the rays 
from a single insect. Numerous classes 
of these flies are found In Surinam, 
where they illuminate the darkness In 
a most remarkable manner. 


In some of the bogs of Ireland lives 


a worm which gives out a bright green 
light, a fitting color for the Emerald 
Isle. There are many other kinds of 
Insects which become luminous in the 
dark. 


Yet there are many curious Instances, 


of phosphorescence in dead animals 
and vegetable matter, the lobster 
among crustaceans, the whiting among 
fishes and decayed wood being striking 
examples. 
Their emission of light 


seems to depend, however, not upon 
putrefaction, for as this progresses 
their luminosity diminishes,, but upon 
certain unknown atmospheric condi- 
tions. This phosphorescence of decayed 
matter has been regarded as somewhat 
different from the slow combustion of 
pBosphotns,' liut lipon examination all' 
the chemical conditions are found to be 
the same. 


The strange phosphorescent quality 


of some plants and flowers is not ex- 
actly the same as that possessed by 
animal matter, but It is as little under- 
stood. It seems to be an absorption of 
light and a subsequent liberation of It. 
If a nasturtium is plucked during sun- 
shine and carried into a dark room, the 
eye, after it has reposed for a few mo- 
ments, will discover the flower by the 
light emitted from Its leaves. 


The phosphorescence of the sea Is due 


to a living animal, which gives out Ha 
light under nervous excitement, a> 
when it is" stirred by the motion of a 
passing vessel.
